Register Souvenir 
Weapons, Treasury 
Dept. Warns Vets 


Pointing out that many types of 


automatic firearms brought into 


this country as wartime souvenirs 
are finding their way into the hands 
of criminals, the Treasury Depart- 
ment has embarked on an intensive 
campaign, urging veterans to regis- 
ter all such weapons in compliance 
with the National Firearms Act. 


Designed to prevent the flow of 
dangerous weapons into improper 
hands, the National Firearms Act 
requires registration of all firearms 
in certain classifications, and es- 
tablishes as well, a prohibitive 
transfer tax of $200 on each wea- 





pon. 

When weapons are rendered un- 
serviceable, they may be transfer- 
red legally without payment of the 
$200 transfer tax. 

The Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment makes it clear, however, that 
they have no objection to veterans 
owning trophies. The objection 
comes from the revelation that 
many such atitomatic weapons have 
found their way, by theft or illegal 
sale, into the hands of criminals. 

Listed by the Department as wea- 
pons of the “killer type” that must 
be registered are the following: 

1. Any firearm designed or alter- 
ed so that it is capable of firing 
more than one shot with one con- 
tinuous pull of the trigger, such as 
a machine gun or machine pistol. 

2. A shotgun or rifle having a 
barrel of less than 18 inches, ex- 
cept .22 or smaller caliber rifles. A 
.22 or smaller caliber rifle must 
have a barrel of less than 16 inches 
to require registration. 

3. Any other weapon, except a 
pistol or revolver, from which a 
shot is discharged by an explosive, 
if such weapon is capable of being 
concealed on the person. 

4. A muffler or silencer for any 
firearm, 

5. A revolver or pistol with an 
accompanying shoulder stock. 

All veterans of this area who 
Possess unregistered firearms in any 
of the classifications listed above 
are urged to communicate with the 
Alcohol Tax Unit, Custom House 
Building, 555 Battery Stréet, Room 
111, San Francisco, California.
